She Rescued 7 Children 
From Fire, He Saved 
Girl From Alligator — 
Third Youth Honored. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP)— 
President Truman awarded med- 
als today to a 16-year-old baby 
sitter who rescued seven children 
from a burning home and a 10- 
year-old boy who risked his own 
life to a save a gir! being attacked 
by an alligator. 

The Young American Medal of 
Bravery was presented at a White 
House ceremony to Margaret Ga- 
lassi, Springfield, Ill., and to Par- 
ker Edward Stratt, Coral Gables, 
Fla, 

The President bestowed a third 
award, the Young American Medal 
for Service, on Stuart William 
Oberg, 17, of Millinocket, Me., for 
his school and civil defense activ- 
ities. 

The three were picked for 1951 
awards by the Department of Jus- 
tice under an act of Congress 
authorizing the tributes annually. 
Today’s was the first presenta- 
tions of the medals. 

Miss Galassi’s award said she 
was baby-sitting at the farm house 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Pitt near 
Buffalo, Ill, on Nov. 4, 1951, 
when fire broke out, endangering 
the lives of their seven children, 
ranging in age from 14 months to 
12 years. 

She removed all seven to safe- 
ty, returning to the burning build- 
ing twice to effect the rescue. 
The home was burned to the 
ground. 

Young Stratt risked his life on 
Sept. 16, 1951, to save Gerry 
Gustafson, 9, who was at the edge 
of a lake when attacked by an 
alligator and dragged under the 
water. 

The Justice Department -report- 
ed “she was in grave danger of 
being drowned or mauled to death 
by the  seven-foot  alligator’s 
jaws” when Parker seized her and 
pulled her from the water out of 
reach of the alligator.

The general laid down the bat- 
tle lines in a_ television - radio 
speech last night in which he de- 
nounced isolationists and declared 
he was in politics primarily be- 
cause he believed peace was at 
stake in the contest for the Re- 
publican presidntial nomination. 
Wants Plank Acceptable to Both. 

At a press conference today, 
however, he said he “fervently 
hoped” that a foreign policy plank 
can be written into the Republi- 
can platform which would be ac- 
ceptable both to him and to Taft. 

“I don’t want to see a bitter 
convention fight over this point,” 
he said. 

A reporter asked if he was 
“trying to put Taft on the defen- 
sive” in the final stages of the 
campaign. 

Eisenhower replied, “nfo, no. I 
just believe that someone must 
preach the truth about these 
things.” 

In reply to another question he 
made it clear he believes that 
Taft is among those who would 
“sit at home with an air force to 
be dispatched into the wild blue 
yonder” as America’s major de- 
fense line. 

Outlines Peace Program. 

In his address last night he out- 
lined his own peace and world 
security program in this way: 

1. Make sure that our friends 
and the iron curtain countries 
understand America’s devotion 
to peace. “We reject all talk 
and proposals of preventive 
war—there is no such thing. 
Live men and happy families— 
not stuffed doves—are the sym- 
bol of our purpose.” 

2. There must be no waver- 
ing in America’s support for 
the United Nations. “True, the 
United Nations, in seven years 
of life, has fallen short of its 
peace objective. Our aim must 
be to make it continually more 
vital and effective. There must 
be no wavering in support of 
the North Atlantic Alliance.” 

3. “We must cease hand-to- 
mouth operations in foreign af- 
fairs. Only through positive 
pronouncement of our inten- 
tions in the international field 
can we ourselves be sure of 
our nation’s aims. . .. We should 
boldly announce that we will 
never lose interest in a people 
who want to be free—who live 
unwillingly behind the Iron 
Curtain.” ; 

4. “We must be strong. I look 
forward to the day when, from 
a position of unassailable de- 
cency, we will be able to pre- 
sent to the masters of the 
Kremlin a just and practical 
plan for freeing the world from 
the burden of armaments. If we 
are strong they will probably 
see in such a proposal their 
own self-interest and will feel 
obliged to accept, even if grudg- 
ingly and slowly, a plan for 
peace and disarmament. We can 
speed that day only if we are 
strong. The language of strength 
is the only language which the 
men in the Kremlin under- 


stand 
Assails Isolationism. 

In firm command of his own 
campaign, Eisenhower left no 
doubt he classed Taft among the 
isolationists and that he believed 
a “retreat into isolationism” would 
leave “a gaunt and naked Amer- 
ica . . . encircled by a savage 
wolf pack” of Communism.

Communique Issued on 
Conference in Wash- 
ington on Prospects for 
‘Successful Conclusion’ 
of Korea Negotiations. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP)— 
American and British diplomats 
and military officials reported to- 
day they have held “most useful” 
talks here on prospects for a 
“suctessful conclusion” of Korean 
armistice talks, 

A joint communique was issued 
by the State Department follow- 
ing two days of conferences be- 
tween State and Defense Depart- 


ment officials and British Defense 
Minister Earl Alexander and Brit- 
ish Minister of State Selwyn 
Lloyd. 

“During the talks in Washing- 
ton, the American and British 
representatives discussed all as; 
pects of the Korean campaign, 
including the prospects of bring- 
ing the armistice talks to a suc- 
cessful conclusion and the im- 
portance to the United Nations 
cause of political conditions in 
the Republic of Korea,” the com- 
munique said. 

“The conversations proved most 
useful to both sides.” 

British “Concern” Over Raids. 

It gave no other details, and 
did not mention whether Alexan- 
der or Lloyd had discussed Brit- 
ish “concern” over Allied. air 
raids on Yalu river power plants 
in Korea. Prime Minister Church- 
ill told Parliament today Britain 
was not consulted about the 
strikes, indicated they worried 
him and said he might make 
“friendly representations.” 

The communique was inter- 
preted as a reflection of British 
concern over recent insurrection 
at the Koje Communist prison 
camp and alarm of both coun- 
tries at the internal South Ko- 
rean political dispute between 
President Synghman Rhee and 
opponents hoping to bar his re- 
election. 

Alexander and Lloyd leave to- 
night by air for London to re- 
port to the Churchill government 
on their tour which took them to 
Japan, Korea and Canada before 
they came here. 

Britons Talk With Truman. 

Alexander and Lloyd talked 
with President Truman at the 
White House today. 

Alexander said, among other 
things, he discussed with United 
States officials the possibility of 
better liaison between British and 
American forces in the Far East- 
ern command of Gen, Mark W. 
‘Clark. Alexander said, however, 
he did not discuss possible ap- 
pointment of a Briton as Clark’s 
deputy. 

He said he did not take it up 
either with Truman or Defense 
Secretary Robert A. Lovett. 


LABORITES ASSAIL 
. ALLIED AIR RAIDS 


LONDON, June 24 (AP)—Labor 
party leaders protested in the 
House of Commons today that the 
attacks on the Yalu river power 
plants threaten to extend hostili- 
ties in Korea because much of the 
power from the bombed plants is 
used in Manchuria. 

Prime Minister Churchill ad- 
mitted he had no advance notice 
of the bombings but said such 
attacks have “the entirely legiti- 
mate object of decreasing the 
enemy war potential.” He added: 

“We reserve all our rights as a 
friendly ally for making any rep- 
resentation which might be 
thought desirable. 

“Attacks such as these now re- 
ported do not appear to us to 
involve any extension of the oper- 
atiens hitherto pursued, or to go 
beyond the discretionary author- 
ity vested in the United Nations 
supreme commander.

Lovett Says Joint Chiefs Could So Act in 
Emergency Without Consulting 
U.N. Council. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP) 
—Defense Secretary Robert A. 
Lovett said today that, in an 
emergency, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff could give United States 
planes authority to bomb Man- 
churia. without consulting the 
United Nations Security Council. 

Lovett told a press conference 
that this does not represent a 
change in policy. 

Asked what he meant by an 
emergency, Lovett said he meant 
“an extreme emergency such as 
an all-out air strike” by the Com- 
munist forces against United Na- 
tions forces in Korea. 

“Then I think we'd retaliate,” 
Lovett said. 

Lovett repeatedly emphasized 
that the theater commander— 
Gen. Mark W. Clark—would make 
the recommendations to the Joint 


Chiefs of Staff and his “authority 
would be rather complete.” 

Asked why North Korean power 
plants were bombed two days ago 
and why they were not bombed 
so heavily before, Lovett said they 
had been bombed previously and 
were not operating at full capaci- 
ty until recently. 

Lovett said Clark made the de- 
cision to bomb them. 

He said Clark received permis- 
sion from the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to bomb the Suiho power plant 
but that the other plants, farther 
south, were bombed on Clark’s 
authority without making a re- 
quest to the Joint Chiefs. 

Lovett said the big air strike 
was entirely a military decision 
and that there was no relationship 
between it and the truce negoti- 
ations. 


LINER ELIZABETH 
SPEEDS UP; EFFORT 
FOR RECORD DENIED 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, June 
24 (UP)—The 83,673-ton liner 
Queen Elizabeth completed its 
fastest eastward crossing of the 
Atlantic yesterday, but Cunard 
Line officials scoffed at reports 
it was trying to set a record. 

Asked if there was any connec- 
tion between the Queen’s burst of 
speed and the imminent maiden 
voyage of the new American liner 
United States, a Cunard spokes- 
man said: 

“Absolutely no connection what- 
soever. We are not interested in 
any competition, but only in keep- 
ing to our advertised schedules.” 

The Elizabeth logged an aver- 
age speed of 29.12 knots for the 
crossing and a record average of 
31.09 knots for the 24 hours end- 
ing Friday noon. Its previous best 
speed for a 24-hour period was 
30.52. 

The Elizabeth’s sister ship, the 
Queen Mary, holds the Atlantic 
record of 31.69 knots for an over- 
all elapsed time of three days, 20 
hours and 42 minutes for the 2938 
miles from New York’s Ambrose 
light to Britain’s Bishop’s “Rock. 
That was set in August 1938,

WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP) 
—The. Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee today approved a $1,015,- 
016,735 bill to finance the State, 
Justice and Commerce Depart- 
ments for the coming year, but 
barred any funds for internation- 
al organizations advocating ‘one 
world government” or “world 
citizenship.” 

The committees also knocked 
out a House provision that would 
in effect have prevented President 
Truman from sending an ambas- 
sador to the Vatican without 
Senate approval. 

The committee refused to re- 
store House cuts in funds for the 
State Department’s Voice of 
America and overseas information 
program. It approved the same 
$86,575,000 voted by the House.

AFL CITY WORKERS 
10 TAKE STRIKE 
VOTE TOMORROW 


3500 Employes Would 
Stay Off Jobs if Walk- 
out Over Pay Demands 
Is Approved. 


Union employes of the City of 
St. Louis will meet tomorrow 
morning at Carpenters Hall to de- 
cide whether they should go on 
strike to enforce demands for 
higher pay, it was announced to- 
day by representatives of the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes. 

If a walkout is decided .on 
3500 city employes would remain 
away from their jobs, seriously 
affecting such municipal opera- 
tions as the water department, 
hospital division and other city 
departments. 

Stan Zagol, business repre- 
sentative of the AFL union, said 
the employes object to the per- 
centage wage increase recom- 
mended by the Civil Service 
Commission. The recommended 
3.7 per cent would amount to an 
average rise of only $8 a month 
for city workers, who are de- 
manding a general raise of $30 a 
month, Zagol said. 

Union members point to the 
settlement Saturday of the strike 
of 120 AFL electricians employed 
by the city, after a two-day work 
stoppage. The electricians ac- 
cepted a proposal to amend the 
pending wage bill to bring the 
wages of city electricians up to 
the scale prevailing in the in- 
dustry here. The electricians 
also had objected to the 3.7 per 
cent proposal.

SEOUL, June 24 (AP) — Air 
Force and Navy fighter-bombers 
teamed up again today to ham- 
mer four of the five Communist 
hydro-electric plants smashed 
yesterday in the biggest air raid 
of the Korean war. 

Nearly 200 Navy planes from 
big fleet carriers off Korea’s east 
coast joined ,Air Force planes 
from dozens of Korean bases to 


hit the shattered generating sta- 
tions for the second straight day, 
Navy headquarters announced. 

None of the planes returned to 
the smoldering Suiho power 
plants just south of the Yalu 
river boundary. The Air Force 
said F-84 Thunderjets “come- 
pleted destruction” of two power 
stations near Changjin reservoir 
and two on the Songchon river 
in eastern Korea. 

F-86 Sabre jet pilots exchanged 
firing passes with five MIG-15 
jets south of the Yalu Tuesday 
afternoon, the Air Force said. 

Films Show Great Damage. 

As Allied experts studied gun 
film to evaluate destruction done 
by Monday’s big raid on North 
Korean power plants, there were 
strong hints that more Red tar- 
gets are marked for attack. 

A study of gun camera films 
from the 500 Air Force, Marine 
and carrier-based Navy planes 
which took part in the Korean 
war's biggest air attack showed 
the strike was virtually a 100 per 
cent success, the Air Force said. 

An official spokesman said di- 
rect hits were registered on all 
five targets, and the world’s 
fourth largest hydro-electric plant 
at Suiho was a “pile of junk.” He 
said the planes reduced the 1400 
foot row of giant transformers 
and other equipment to a 
shambles. 

The Suiho plant lies only a half 
mile south of Manchuria on the 
Yalu river. Other plants were 
smashed at the Changjin reser- 
voir and on the Songchon river 
in eastern North Korea. 

Not one Communist jet chal- 
lenged the attacking U.N. planes, 
although Allied pilots said more 
than 200 swept-wing MIG-15s 
were parked on a Manchurian air 
base within sight of Suiho. 

The Air Force said all of its 
planes returned safely. The Navy 
said one carrier-based plane was 
shot down by anti-aircraft fire 
and four others were hit, but no 
pilots were lost. The downed 
pilot was rescued by a helicopter. 
Raid Planned for Some Time. 
V. Adm. C, Turner Joy, who 
formerly headed the U.N. armi- 
stice team at Munsan, said at San 
Diego that he had known for some 
time a major strike was planned 
unless an armistice was signed 
soon. 

Japanese newspaper editors 
mostly took a grave view of the 
attack. 

“The U.N. has played a trump 
card and perhaps risked an all- 
out war with Communist China,” 
one editor said.

Doubts Third World War. 

Earlier, Taft, who came here 
in his quest for delegates, told a 
press conference that he does not 
believe the bombing of the Com- 
munist hydro-electric plans in Ko- 
rea will lead to a third World 
War. 

“We should have done it long 
ago,” he said.

STASSEN SAYS EISENHOWER,

Stassen, who along with Taft 
and Eisenhower seeks the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, ex- 
pressed disappointment with the 
“conservatism” of both his rivals

Under discussion were the 
troubled Allied relations with 
Russia, German rearmament, the 
threatened Soviet blockade of 
Berlin, Britain’s disputes with 
Egypt over the Suez Canal and 
the Sudan, the Iranian oil situa- 
tion and other issues. 

Lunch—with Churchill. 


From the foreign office, where 
this morning’s meeting was held, 
Acheson ‘went directly across 
Downing street to lunch with 
Prime Minister Winston Church- 
ill while’ Eden lunched with 
United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie. 

The Acheson-Eden talk was 
then resumed. 

Before he leaves London for | 
Berlin Saturday, Acheson is to 
confer with French Foreign Min- 
ister Robert Schuman, who will 
join him and Eden here. 

Acheson also will confer at 
length with George F. Kennan, 
United States Ambassador to 
Russia, who after only six weeks 
in his new post is in London to 
report.

Force, U.S. Official Says. 


By C. YATES McD 

WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP) 
—Defense authorities say the big 
Allied air smash’ at power plants 
on the Yalu river is the beginning 
of a new “get tough” policy in 
the two-year-old Korean war. 
They call it a direct outgrowth 
of Communist stalling tactics in 
the long deadlocked truce talks. 

“We now realize that the best 
chance for breaking the dead- 
lock at Panmunjom is to hit the 
enemy with the force at our com- 
mand,” one official told reporters 
yester en 
The official, who asked his name 
be withheld, said that previously 
the United Nations -‘comman 
thought it advisable to refrain 
from a strike at the Yalu hydro- 
electric works as long as Allied 
negotiators believed there was a 
reasonable chance of an early 
truce. 

Military Decision by Clark. 

Air Force officers declined 
comment, but highly placed civil- 
ian defense authorities said the 
500-plane blow was based on a 
military decision by Gen. Mark 
Clark and was carried out within 
existing directives. 

Military informants said at least 
two earlier dates had been sug- 
gested for a big assault against 
the hitherto untouched electric 
power and irrigation system, Air 
units were alerted as early as last 
September for such an operetion. 
Then, and again later last ‘all, the 
attack was called off for a combin- 
ation of military and political rea- 
sons.

Suiho was regarded 
as the last major target in North 
Korea—the last stop on the road 
to Manchuria.

that experience would enable me 
to serve our country, effectively, 
in the cause of peace. No other 
cause could so completely enlist 
me.In brief, I occupy my pres- 
ent position in this political race 
primarily because I believe that 
‘ peace may well be at stake. 


Let me, first of all, affirm 
for you my own, deep faith. I 
believe we can have. peace. I 
believe we can diminish mark- 
edly the threat of global war; 
that we can dispel the clouds 
over the future and lift many 
of the heavy burdens now laid 
upon us. 

But I would not be honest if 
I led you to believe that there 

| is any easy way to peace. There 
is none. There is no painless, 
political shortcut; no glib solu- 
tion. 

It is a solemn responsibility 
that confronts us. On our success 
depends the achievement of al- 
most all our objectives: the elim- 
fnation of casualty lists; the 
easing of our heavy tax load; the 
stemming of inflation that raises 
the cost of. everything we buy; 
the dispelling of pessimism; con- 
tinued progress in bringing to all 
‘economic groups in America the 
fruits of science, of education and 
production. 

"As we seek, together, the road 
to peace we have only one, sure 
guide. Clearly, our foreign policy 
and operations must be based, as 
are those of other nations, upon 
our own enlightened self-interest. 
Before every step we take we 
must ‘ask: Is this good for the 
United States of America; does it 
promote our security, our growth 
in well being and our peace?

He is 
sisting on ratification first of the 
new agreements § incorporating 
Western Germany in the North 
Atlantic community—the “peace 
contract,” the “European Defense 
Community” agreement and the 
amendment to the North Atlantic 
treaty extending the _ treaty’s 
guarantee to Western Germany. 


Adenauer has staked his politi- 
cal life on this policy, and the 
United States has argued that the 
Western Allies must support the 
Chancellor on it. 

It now seems possible, how- 
ever, that Adenauer may not be 
able to carry his party and gov- 
ernment with him on the policy 
of “ratification first.”

WASHINGTON, June 24. 
MERICAN officials are tak- 
ing an increasingly anxious 
view of the bizarre “hate- 
America” campaign directed from 
Moscow. 

Until recently they accepted it 
as a nervous symptom of the 
Soviet outlook on the non-Com- 
munist world, which is seen in 
terms of sustained struggle. 

But the recent vehemence and 
intensity of the campaign have 
created sober concern in high 
quarters, including Ambassador 
George F. Kennan in Moscow. 

Kennan, who has felt that Com- 
munist propaganda should be 
treated cautiously as a possible 
barometer of Soviet intentions, 
has reported back his concern at 
the fierce nature of the verbal 


attacks on the United States. y 


Possible Motives. 

The campaign, which actually 
started in January 1951, has never 
been as virulent and strident as 
it is today. When it started, of- 
ficials reason that the Communists 
had two possible motives: 

1. To divert attention from the 
low standard of living and lack 
of real economic gains among the 
millions of Russians. 

2. To keep their foreign Com- 
munist supporters—their “cutting 
blade”—properly inflamed against 
the United States. 

Now, however, they have had to 
consider the possibility that the 
campaign may be aimed at condi- 
tioning the Russians for possible 


war. 

This is not the same, officials 
note, as saying the Russians are 
planning to start a war. But if 
one should come, they seem to 
want their people to be inculcated 
with sufficient distrust and hatred 
of Americans to fight, and to re- 
duce possible defections. 

Par for Communists. 

Officials emphasize that the 
Russians usually talk at the top 
of their voices. They use a lan- 
guage of abuse and invective 
which, while it seems outlandish 
to a westerner, is par for the 
Communist oratorical course. 

What’s more, whipping their 
people to a froth is a kind of 
control measure for the Commu- 
nists. Still, the campaign’s present 
vicious nature gives the Soviet 
experts reason for pause. Its only 
parallel is that propaganda con- 
ducted by the Communists against

The story of the Abilene speech 
tells why.

It was 
too long. As a concession to the 
political character of the occasion, 
it included too much rather 
threadbare verbiage on _ such 
standard topics as the virtues of 
a balanced budget and the evils 
of bureaucracy. 

Yet the emotions of the man 
also came through, almost poet- 
ically, as when he spoke of the 
founding fathers’ struggling to 
create a society of equal oppor- 
tunity “out of the brambles of 
men’s passions and prejudices, 
out of the wilderness of nature.” 

This was the way to get across 
the true image of Eisenhower as 
a national leader.

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Mr. Acheson’s Mission 

Secretary of State Acheson said that he was 
going abroad for “intimate and quiet” talks 
with European foreign ministers about “the 
great common tasks” of their respective coun- 
tries: That was a properly diplomatic way of 
saying that he was going abroad on one of 
the most serious trouble-shooting missions of 
his career. 

The Secretary of State and his opposite num- 
bers in Great Britain, France and West Germany 
have pinned almost all their hopes—at least so 
far as the European situation is concerned— 
on the agreement which would bring the Ger- 
mans into the Western scheme of defense. And 
that plan is now under heavy fire. 


Such fire was to be expected from the Rus-- 


sians as a matter of course. The Soviet diplo- 
mats and propagandists have launched a new 
“Hate America” campaign, accusing the United 
States of germ warfare in Asia and of being 
more inhuman than the Nazis. They are trying 
to create trouble for us in the United Nations. 
They are putting new pressure on Berlin. And 
they are trying to encourage “neutralist” senti- 
ment wherever they can. 

Mr. Acheson will discuss all this in Berlin 
with our new Ambassador to Moscow, Mr, George 
Kennan. But if the Secretary of State had only 
Russia to worry about, he probably would not 
lose too much sleep. So long as the West 
stands solid, the Soviet Union is only a nuisance, 
albeit a dangerous one. What must be really 
worrying him is the possibility that one or more 
of the West European parliaments may not 
ratify the German agreement. 

The German Chancellor, Dr. Konrad Adenauer, 
has suffered serious losses of support in the 
Bonn Parliament. And the French Foreign 
Minister, Robert Schuman, is in trouble in Paris. 
Harold Callender of the New York Times reports 
increasing doubts that M. Schuman can get the 
requisite backing in parliament. 

M. Schuman was narrowly upheld on his 
Tunisian policy last week, but since about 100 
deputies pointedly abstained from voting, it 
can hardly be said that he commanded a 
majority. Some deputies feel that he has gone 
too far toward offering the Tunisians home 
rule: others say that he did not go far enough. 
Meanwhile, the Tunisians—backed by 13 Arab 
and Asian nations—are still demanding a hear- 
ing before the United Nations. Also, M. Schu- 
man is in trouble over the Indochinese war— 
of which many Frenchmen are_ thoroughly 
weary, and which they feel is costing them too 
much to permit participation in the European 
rearmament program. 

To an American, Tunisia and Indochina may 
seem to have little to do with the defense of 
Europe. But to most Frenchmen, all of M. 
Schuman’s policies are in the same _ basket. 
And there is new pressure for his replacement. 
Rather ominously, Premier Pinay has said al- 
most nothing in connection with the German 
agreement, except to hint vaguely that France 
must be given greater guarantees against the 
dangers involved in again arming Germans. 

In short, the quick approval of the German 
agreement which had been hoped for has not 
been forthcoming. Even in Great Britain there 
is talk against it. And it is with these dissident 
elements within the allied nations, even more 
than with Russian reactions, that Secretary 
Acheson and his colleagues will be concerned. 
Electioneering talk in the United States of 
drastic cuts in foreign aid will not make it any 
easier for him to be reassuring. 

So while his talks with Foreign Secretary 
Eden, with M. Schuman and with Dr. Adenauer 
may be “intimate and quiet,” they will also 
be desperately earnest. 
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A Record of Courage 

James W. Wadsworth, who died last week at 
74, compiled a remarkable record of dis- 
tinguished public service both in the Senate 
and in the House. The keynote of that record 
was courage. 

Had he been willing to trim on the Prohibi- 
tion issue, as so many politicians of his day did, 
he might never have lost his Senate seat. 
Having lost it, he went on to serve New York 
state just as ably and just as conscientiously 
for nine terms in the House. 

His successful advocacy of military training 
legislation helped to prepare the nation for the 
blow which fell at Pearl Harbor. “A man of 
independent thought and action... a true 
patriot and an outstanding public servant.” 
President Truman’s tribute in those words was 
richly earned. 


How Much MVA Authority? 


A new conception of the kind of organization 
which should carry on the development of the 
Missouri Valley has been proposed by the 
Minnesota State Grange. One of the salient 
features is that the board of directors would 
serve part-time. The Grange hopes by this and 
other means to prevent the agency from posses- 
sing more authority than it considers desirable. 

In giving thoughtful consideration to the 
problem, the Minnesota Grange is rendering a 
real service to its members and its region, With 
its objective of keeping the development agency 
from having more power than it should have, 
we are in complete agreement. We would add 
that it must have the authority to do the job, 

Whether the Minnesota Grange has considered 
the implications of its proposal we do not 
know, and so we suggest what some of them are. 
The board of directors will need to inform 
themselves on all the subjects that have become 
their responsibilities. They will need to learn 
from reading, and from consultation with 
specialists, as much as laymen can well learn 


about soil conservation, flood control, fertilizer 


production, navigation, electric power produc- 
tion and distribution, irrigation, forestation, fish 
and wildlife, recreation, water supply, industrial 
development, and literally scores of other sub- 
jects, such as public administration. 

The Grange is absolutely right in saying that 
the board must be limited to determining poli- 
cies, and that carrying out policies must be in 
the hands of an administrator. But unless the 
directors kept themselves as well informed as 
mere human beings can about so many subjects, 
and about the merits and demerits of what is 
being done in the work in progress, the admin- 
istrator and the directors would have a difficult 
time indeed trying to speak a common language. 

The directors should, furthermore, acquaint 
themselves at first-hand with the region and 


its people. They shouldbe continuously avail- . 


able to private citizens of the region, and else- 
where in the nation, who have ideas they want 
to communicate to them. 3 

And after all this, the directors will need that 
most essential commodity, the leisure to think

Two Years in Korea 

Wednesday marks the second anniversary of 
the Communist aggression that launched the 
Korean war. Twelve months of furious fighting 
during which the aggressors and their Chinese 
allies were thrown back to North Korea; 12 
months of military stalemate on the ground, ac- 
companied by continuing air war and truce nego- 
tiations that yielded no truce—what do they all 
add up to? 

Senator Taft would say they add up to “Harry 
Truman’s war,” and statesmen are springing up 
on every hand to aver that had they been in 
charge it never would have happened. History, 
we think, will take a more sober view. History 
will say that with all its costly agony and its 
inconclusiveness the Korean war was. worth 
fighting; for in fighting it the United Nations 
gave clear and unmistakable warning that mili- 
tary aggression will be resisted, and in fighting 
it the Western alliance simultaneously strength- 
ened its defenses to give weight to the warning. 

This being a campaign year, we can expect 
a good deal of looking back on these 24 months 
of the Korean struggle, all of it colored by polit- 
ical attitudes. What is more urgently needed is 
a looking forward. Instead of asking what set 
of events might have made the history of the 
past two years different, somebody ought to be 
asking what steps should be taken to assure 
that the situation in Korea a year from now 
will be better than it is today. 

If it be granted that for several reasons the 
U. N. forces have little to gain and much to 
lose by launching an offensive for North Korea, 
and that any new Communist offensive will be 
resisted as furiously as the others, it is clear 
that the situation can improve only through 
bringing the fighting to an end. 

The U.‘N. has negotiated patiently for a cease- 
fire but has justly rejected unreasonable Com- 
munist terms, such as the demand for forcible 
repatriation of unwilling prisoners. A cease-fire 
on fair and honorable terms must remain the 
U. N. objective. The question is how to obtain 
one in the face of the Communist attitude. 

Monday’s heavy air raids on the Yalu river 
power plants, which have been spared on sev- 
eral occasions in the past when a peaceful 
solution seemed possible, suggest that the U. N. 
Command hopes to change the Communist at- 
titude in the truce talks by military pressure. 
Maybe that will work. Maybe not. 

Throughout the last 12 months the truce 
negotiations have been left in military hands, 
in the belief that a solution could be reached on 
strictly military terms. At some stage the 
United Nations may have to consider whether 
elevating the negotiations to a higher level 
would offer greater promise of success. As the 
Manchester Guardian recently said, “if both the 
United Nations and the Chinese find it in their 
interest to disengage, surely it should not pass 
the wit of diplomatists to find a way for them 
to do so with honor intact.” 
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Demerits for Unsafe Drivers 


A safe driver who has no accidents ought to 
be able to buy automobile liability insurance 
at a lower rate than the unsafe driver who 
has frequent accidents. _ ‘ 

Acting on that principle, the New York State 
Superintendent of Insurance has asked com- 
panies writing auto insurance in that state to 
work out a merit rating plan which would 
produce lower rates for safe drivers. 

It is too early to say how this excellent initia- 
tive may come out. Stock casualty companies 
have proposed a plan which, instead of reward- 
ing safe drivers, would penalize poor ones, The 
plan provides that drivers who had not been 
involved in a bodily-injury accident during the 
previous 18 months could buy insurance at the 
standard rate. Drivers involved in one such 
accident would pay a surcharge of 10 per cent, 
and drivers with two recent accidents on their 
record would pay 20 per cent extra. 

A penalty plan rather than a reward plan 
is not quite what the New York regulatory 
agency had in mind, and it has not yet been 
approved. But at least the principle of differ- 
entiation in rates for safe drivers and unsafe 
drivers is getting consideration. 

What about Missouri? Why should not the 
Missouri State Division of Insurance take the 
initiative for similar action in this state? 
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Police Board Remedy 

The St. Louis Police Board’s highly undesir- 
able inclination to play politics with promotions 
emphasizes the importance of the coming pri- 
mary contests in which each party will choose 
a candidate for Governor. The Governor ap- 
points the Police Board and, to a considerable 
degree, he can determine the kind of Police 
Department St. Louis will have. 

If Missouri’s next Governor appoints a board 
of outstanding citizens—men to whom political 
considerations are meaningless in the conduct 
of the department—St. Louis is assured of first- 
class police protection. But if the appointees 
are political hacks, the department will be no 
better than those who are running it. 

The present board was appointed by Gov. 
Smith and, from the very first, it was looked 
upon with suspicion. Happily, during the presi- 
dency of the late William L. Holzhausen, it 
steered a straight and careful course. But with 
the death of Col. Holzhausen and the appoint- 
ment of Nicholas Reidy, closely aligned with the 
Callanan-Hogan faction in Democratic politics, 
the board increasingly has put politics above 
‘prestige. 

Time after time, relatives of politicians have 
been pushed ahead and good men ignored. A 
widespread shakeup of high-ranking officers 
was averted only when outraged public protests 
halted the board in its tracks. And now there 
are strong indications that at least one recent 
promotion was in the nature of an advance 


political payoff. 


Surely this ominous situation should prove 
disturbing to the voters, especially those who 
will ask for Demoeratic ballots in the Aug. 5 
primary. Will they choose former Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly, whose Police Board appointments were 
of high caliber? Or will they choose Congress- 
man Phil J, Welch, whose St. Louis backers, the 
ambitious Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan and State 
Senator Edward J. (Jellyroll) Hogan, might well 
dictate the next board's membership if he is 
elected? 

The choice should be obvious.

In its climb the cost-of-living is no re- 


spector of persons—or places. 

The South, for example. It costs more to 
live there than you might expect. And less 
in New York. 

This, at least, is the evidence of the 
Federal Bureau of Labor Statistics esti- 
mated annual budgets required for a “‘mod- 
est but adequate” family standard of liv- 
ing in all parts of the country. 

Although Jess than one third (11) of 
the 34 cities are in the South, four of the 
top six cities, five of the top ten cities and 
seven of the top 17 cities are in the South. 


The budget required in New York, on 
the other hand, ranks 26th, or ninth from 
the bottom (see table). 

Based on October 1951 prices, it cost 
most to maintain a family of four at a 
“modest but adequate”’—which is to say, 
minimum—standard of living in Washing- 
ton, least in New Orleans. 

Average cost for the 34 cities: $4166.11 
per year, or $80.12 per week. 

And since last October, according to the 
BLS Consumers Price Index for these 
cities, prices have continued to rise. 


As its name suggests, the Consumers 
Price Index measures neither actual dol- 
lar costs nor comparative costs of living 
between cities. In its city workers’ family 
budgets, the BLS tries to do both, on a 
limited scale. 

These are minimum estimates, based, 
as the BLS says, on “a pattern of living 
characteristic of urban areas in the pre- 
World’ War II period.” 

“The list of items in the budget," the 
bureau explains, “was developed for a 
family of four composed of a father, a 
housewife not gainfully employed and two 
children under 15 years of age. 

“The budget does not show how an av- 
erage family actually spends its money. 
Neither does it show how families should 
spend their money. 

“Rather, it is the total cost of a repre- 
sentative list of goods and services consid- 


ered necessary by urban families to pro- 
vide for health, efficiency, the nurture of 
children and participation in social and 
community activities.” 

It includes, for example, $85 for life in- 
surance, $22 for occupational expenses, 
federal and local taxes and allowance for 
“189 meals away from home and alcoholic 
beverages, snacks, etc.” 

Rent controls and local sales taxes, the 
budget reveals, are the principal sources 
of variation in the cost-of-living between 
cities. , 

Most of the variation between cities is 
attributable to difference in housing costs, 
which ranged from $581 for a 5-room 
dwelling in New Orleans to $1034 in Wash- 
ington and generally reflected the pres- 
ence (or absence) of rent controls. 

“While cities with warmer climates re- 
quire less fuel generally, housing costs in 
Houston, one of the warmest cities, were 
equal to those in Milwaukee, one of the 
coldest cities, and were exceeded only in 
Washington and Richmond,” the BLS re- 
ports, noting that controls were removed 
in Houston in October 1949; in Milwaukee 
in May 1950; in Richmond and in the Vir- 
ginia suburbs of Washington in June 1950. 


The greatest increase in housing costs 
from October 1950 to October 1951 were 
in Milwaukee (decontrolled May 1950), 10 
per cent; Los Angeles (decontrolled De- 
cember 1950), 9 per cent; San Francisco- 
Oakland (Oakland decontrolled September 
1951), 9 per cent; and Portland, Ore. (de- 
controlled December 1950), 7 per cent. 

The variation between cities in food 
prices, on the other hand, is relatively 
slight, BLS reports, and reflects variations 
in local taxes. 

“Cities having the highest food costs— 
Savannah, Mobile, Atlanta, Seattle and Bir- 
mingham—were among those in which a 3 
per cent state sales tax on foods was in 
effect,” BLS notes. “Of the 12 cities with 
the lowest total food costs, only Kansas 
City had a sales tax on groceries.”

The author keeps himself out of the 
story, for the most part, but tells that 
he attended a seminary in Lucca, Italy, the 
town in which Puccini was born in 1858, 
where Puccinis had been musicians ‘for 
generations. From a photograph of a’ ‘et- 
ter reproduced in the book it may- be 
guessed that the priest is now establiske 
in Elizabeth, N.J. 


“Immortal Bohemian” is put forward as 
“an intimate memoir’ and cannot’ be 
judged as a full-scale 
biography, which -it 
is far from being. It 
has the charm of*a 
record beginning “I 
knew him when .." 
The only reason.for 
distrusting it is that 
it is composed.‘in 
soft romantic colors, 
all a little blurred.

as an individual, be 
seems never to haye 
been particularly in- 
terested in the -na- 
ture of the composer’s gift for making 
music. Nothing in these pages conveys 
what brought about such minor master- 
pieces as “La Boheme” and “Togen.” This 
is surprising since the author has tried his 
own hand at composing music. or 


As an indication of the author’s under- 
standing of the creative process, . he 
searches desperately for parallels between 
incidents in the operas and Puccini’s life. 
For example, the first scene of “La Bo- 
heme” had been lived out by the compos: 
er, his brother and Mascagni in a flat in 
Milan. Doubtless that throws light on the 
bittersweet poignance of Puccini's music. 


The priest’s best sketch of the composer 
as a man is this: “Giacomo was a Tuscan. 
He was this, above ali. He was in love 
with the earth. I have known him..to 
throw himself down on her, stretch out his 
strong limbs and with his long powerful 
hands take hold of the grass with the ur- 
gency of a lover. He loved wine 
beautiful women and all the fruits of the 
earth.”

Municipal Opera presented its 
third Jerome Kern musical in a 
row, and one of his best, in 
“The Cat and the Fiddle,” last 
ynight. Producer John Kennedy 
implemented the piece with a 
good cast and came up with a 
quite satisfactory production that 
seemed to please the opening 
night audience of 7500 persons. 

This fourth Forest Park re- 
vival of the 1931 show demon- 
strates that, soundly constructed 
as it is, it wears well. It is a 
true musical play. The Otto 
Harbach book treats of romance 
and love, as do hundreds of 
others, but with an air of 
sophistication, with dialogue that 
seems literate and _ intelligent 
alongside the usual speeches, 
with style and flavor and the 
weaving of mood. Roles are 
played straight, with little of the 
flamboyance or exaggeration usu- 
ally associated with characters in 
a musical. It is a familiar skele- 
ton, the romantic meeting, the 
misunderstandings and jealousies, 
and the reconciliation of a young 
man and woman who are both 
composers, set against a back- 
stage background of the produc- 
tion of a musical. But it is a 
frame dressed with taste and 
perception. 
The graceful Kern songs are 
woven into the texture. There is 
always a dramatic reason for 
singing them. They are not mere- 
ly set pieces trotted out at the 
excuse of a cue line of dialogue. 
They floated out last night as 
felicitously as did the vagrant 
breezes that played about the 
heat-worn customers. Sometimes,

Mostly Germans, with a few 
French, Belgians, Finns, Aus- 
trians, Swedes and Norwegians, 
the visitors. said without excep- 
tion that the major impression 
they are carrying back is that 
Americans are a remarkably 
friendly and informal people. 


Heiner Bruns of Duesseldorf, 
16 years old, was rhapsodic in 
his praise of Fairfield, Ia., where 
he attended high school and was 
treated as a son by the family 
which boarded him. He called the. 
elders “Mom” and “Pop” without 
any feeling of self-consciousness, 
he said. 

Pressed for his criticism of the 
American way of life, Bruns said 
he felt citizens here do not real- 
ize “how wonderful it is.” Young 
people, he added, often fail to 
appreciate the boon of free edu- 
cation, spending too much time 
hanging around soda fountains 
and riding around. 

“They don’t enjoy the smaller 
things of life,” he remarked, 
“like hiking and taking bicycle 
tours.” 

French and German students 
fraternized happily as_ they

$55.65 GRANTS 
FOR POLO RESEARS 


Four of Washington U. Medi- 
cal Faculty Réceive March 
of Dimes Awards.

March of Dimes grants totaling 
$55,565 for research into subjects 
connected with infantile 
sis have been awarded four facul- 
ty members of the Washington 
University School of Medicine, it 
was announced today. 

Announcement of the awards 
was made jointly by Basil O’Cor 
nor, president of the Natione 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis, and Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton of the university. 

Included is an award of $6750 
to Dr. Carl F. Cori, professor of 
biochemistry and a Nobel Prize 
winner. Researchers under Dr. 
Cori will attempt to purify a 
brain enzyme involved in metabo- 
lism of nerve tissue. 

Dr. James O. Elam, assistant 
professor of anesthesiology, will 
investigate the circulatory col- 
lapse often found in cases of bul- 
bar polio under a grant of $27,- 
875. The project will study meth- 
ods of detecting failure of blood 
circulation and its physiological 
factors and treatment. 

A grant of $13,241 was awarded 
Dr. James L. O’Leary, professor 
of neurology, for investigation of 
respiratory difficulties arising 
from damage to nerve centers of 
the brain in polio. 

Dr. Robert A. Moore, dean of 
the medical school, received $7699 
to continue teaching and service 
programs conducted by the 
school’s division of physical medi- 
cine. The division is studying 
methods of improving care of 
polio victims. 

Presentation of the grants was 
made in a ceremony at the medi- 
cal school by Arthur Blumeyer, 
treasurer of the St. Louis chap- 
ter of the foundation, and Aloys 
P, Kaufmann, vice chairman of 
the St. Louis March of Dimes 
campaign.

URGES STEEL SEIZURE 


UNDER DRAFT ACT 


Senator Russell Says Action 
Would Be Legal as 
Defense Measure. 


PHOENIX, Ariz., June 24 (AP) 
—Senator Richard Russell of 
Georgia, candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, 
last night adyocated Government 
seizure of the strike-bound steel 
industry under authority of the 
1940 selective service act. 


Russell, who arrived here by 
private plane for a round of politi- 
cal appearances today, said seizure 
would be legal under a provision 
of the law dealing with industries 
involved in defense production. 

President Truman’s seizure of 


‘the steel mills was ruled illegal 
by the Supreme Court on June 2. 
Immediately, 650,000 CIO steel 
workers struck. Truman has asked 
Congress to empower him with 
seizure authority, but has been 
told to use the Taft-Hartley act to 
end the strike. 

Russell stressed the importance 
of the defense program. 
| “The American people have got 
to push this arms program,” he 
asserted. “It’s the main issue be- 
fore the country.” 

Russell also said in an inter- 
view with the Arizona Republic: 

1.—He would get at least 300 
votes. on the first ballot at the 
Democratic national convention 
and would pick up strength on 
later counts. It takes 616 to nom- 
inate. 

2.—“It is not at all possible” for 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee to get the Democrdtic 
presidential nomination. He did 
not enlarge on the statement. 

3.——He can win more votes than 


any Republican candidate if he 
can get the Democratic nomina- 


tion. He said he could carry the 
entire South and two border 
states, Oklahoma and Kentucky.

4.—There is “plenty of room in 
the Democratic party to get to- 
gether on eivil rights.” 

5.—He is not interested in the 
vice presidency.

NEW YORK GIVES

NEW YORK, June 24 (AP) — 
New York harbor roared a wel- 
come yesterday to the new liner 
United States.

COLUMBUS, O., June 24. 

F you’re making any motor 

trips this summer you may be 

forced to turn old-fashioned and 
actually sleep a few nights in 
hotels. The motels, you see, are 
expecting a record year and 
they'll probably be packed. 

That's what happened to us in 
Terre Haute, Ind., where a couple 
of large courts I c ain't 
even bother to answer their tele- 
phones. When we pulled into 
Columbus around 6 p.m. we had 
quite a time finding a motel 
equipped with a baby crib, Not 
that baby cribs are unusual 
gadgets for motels to stock these 
days. Within two hours after we 
took possession, the harried own- 
er turned down 42 more requests 
for space from other travelers 
and none of them needed a crib, 
although some were probably 
desperate enough to sleep in one, 

We asked—the motel man 
whether his wasn’t a seasonal 
boom and he grimaced like a man 
with a severe case of ingrown toe- 
nails. 

“We run 97 per cent occupancy 
the year around,” he said. “I've 
got 15 units here. I could use 
100.” 

It isn’t that there is no com- 
petition in the tourist court trade. 
I hear there are 45,000 motels in 
the country now, including 7500 
in California, and that seems to 
be a mere curtain-raiser. It 
looked to us almost as if motels 
are shooting up so solidly on each 
side of Highway 40 between St. 
Louis and New York that some 


day you may have trouble turning thoroughfares.

solicited for accommodations that 
won't just have baby cribs but

UT we're not really impressed. 

A couple of years ago we 

toured the West where men 
are men and the motels ‘reat you 
like the twin of the Nizam of 
Hyderabad. Air-conditioning and 
free ice cubes are taken for 
granted out there and so, fre- 
quently, are ironing boards, kid- 
die playgrounds, swimming. pools 
and barbecue pits. 

Free coffee «und “continental 
breakfasts” are the custom in 
some places, and now I hear there 
is one court in Arizona that serves 
breakfast in bed and another with 
an 18-hole miniature golf course. 
Tourists are known to stop in 
such places for a month or two.

HERRY season is a summer 
C affair. First come the large 

deep-red sweet cherries from 
California. Later we get the 
northwestern cherries of the same 
type. There are so many of the 
sweet Queen Anne cherries which 
are a creamy color with a red 
blush. These are good eaten direct 
from the stem, either chilled or 
not. 

The smaller “pie” cherries from 
the east and midwest are our 
choice for that pie that is one of 
the most popular American des- 
serts. These are just as good for 
cobblers, and during the short 
fresh-cherry season we put them 
on the menu often. If there is a 
cherry tree in the garden, and if 
the birds do not get ahead of us, 
we may can some of the fruit 
for winter use. Most of the prod- 
ucts of the large cherry orchards 
go directly to canning factories, 
however, and many of us are con- 
tent with the very good commer- 
cially canned cherries throughout 
the year.

Technique of Choices

ra HOICES”—if used wisely and with a reasonable under- 
| (standing of the organism to which the choice is being 
given—can be one of the most effective and painless 
techniques for getting the child to do what you want him to 
do. But there is no magic about this technique. You must 
use it wisely and skillfully. There are several things you will 
need to keep in mind. 

First of all, you must consider the age of the child with 
whom you are dealing. There are ages when it is easy for the 
child to seleet one of two alternatives and then to proceed in 
‘an uncomplicated manner to carry out the alternative he has 
‘chosen. The average child of 3 years, 5 years, 7 years, 10 
years, for example, usually finds it quite simple to make such 
a selection. : 

x oe os 

THERE ARE SOME AGES, however, when the child’s 
very nature precludes the effective use of choices. The 2%4- 
year-old,:for example, lives in a constant state of opposite 
extremes in which, even when left alone, he vacillates back 
and forth between “I will” and “I won't,” “Yes” and No,” “I 
can” and “I can’t.” It is also impossible for him to make a 
choice and stick to it. 

The mere choosing of one alternative sends him scurry- 
ing to choose its opposite, and then having chosen the opposite 
he is again back to his original choice. He needs at this age 
to be helped onto a single track; he will be only confused the 
more by offering him choices in addition to the ones he, him- 
self, finds so easily in the environment.

PARTICULARLY AT 2% YEARS do not give the child 
choices which can be answered by “No,” such as “Would you 
like to?” or “Will you?”—as the chances are better than fifty- 
fifty that he will answer such questions with “No.” 

Four years of age is another age when choices may be 
ineffective: Other ages at which the use of choices tends to 
‘be doomed to failure by the very nature of the growing or- 
ganism, are 6. years, 8 years and 11 years, 

After 11, of course, and as he grows into theteens, the child 
becomes ever-increasingly able to make his own choices, to 
make good choices, and to stick to them. In fact, he soon 
becomes so capable that in many instances we do not even 
have to give him a choice, as he is able to take over more and 
more of his life into his own hands.

Fix It Yourself

Screen Repairs. 


HE average bug has an awful 

lot of time on his hands, and 

he uses a good deal of it try- 
ing to find ways to get into your 
home. The more difficult you 
make it for him, the harder he 
tries. 

As he is used to coming in 
through windows he goes after 
these first and if they are cov- 
ered’ with screening he looks for 
a small hole that might have been 
made. . ; 

Avery small hole in the screen- 
ing can be closed with a drop of 
solder provided the screening is 
made -of copper or iron. : 

A small hole in plastic screen- 
ing can be closed with a piece of 
chewing gum. 

Larger size holes in screening 
can be covered with a patch made 
out of a piece of screening. The 
patch should be of the same ma- 
terial as the screening. These 
patches are held in place by re- 
moving some of the cross wires 
and then bending the exposed 
wires at right angles so they can 
be inserted through the screening 
and bent over. 

Tears in screening that cannot 
be effectively covered with a 
patch can be fixed by sewing 
them up with a piece of wire. 

Bugs, especially the crawling 

d such an ants, often get into 
a house through small seams. 

Fill these seams such as those 
that you find between screen 
frame and window with caulking 
compound or cover the seam with 
a strip of wood molding.

ILTON WORK, the outstand- 

ing auction bridge authority 

of the 1920s, attempted to 
adapt the 4-3-2-1 count to trump 
bids (as well as no-trump). He 
gave up, announcing that the 
count was not adaptable to suit 
bids. At the time he was right, 
and for years I also opposed it as 
unsound. Recent developments 
opened the door to the applicatior 
of point count to trump bids. Vari- 
ous methods arose, most of them 
rigid and highly complex (unnec- 
essarily so, as I found out later), 
but moving in the right direction. 
The most popular of them derived 
from the Culbertson valuation of 
distributional assets. 


Will a point-count method re- 
place the honor-trick method? 
There has been, and is, no thought 
of abandoning the honor-trick 
method of valuation in favor of 
some point count. The honore- 
trick method is basic and inher- 
ent to contract bridge. Bidding is 
a prediction (or a bet) that a num- 
ber of tricks, as contracted for in 
the bid, will be made in the play. 
The honor-trick method derives 
from the direct count of winning 
(and losing) tricks in the bidder’s 


hand—a method used, consciously . 
all 


or unconsciously, by 

experts and which always will be 
used by the majority of players. 
It may be called a natural count. 


This does not mean, however, 
that a different method, based on 
a point-count valuation, cannot 
produce excellent results. There 
is room in the Culbertson System 
for both languages—the concrete 
language of tricks and the ab-

France---A Good Partner

HE explorer Amundsen was 

asked a hypothetical ques- 

tion: Suppose you were in 
a position of mortal: danger and 
you could choose just one man 
as your companion in danger. 
From. what. nation would you 
choose him? 

Amundsen reflected. “I should 
choose a Frenchman, provided 
he realized that his danger was 
as great as mine.” 

There is no question about it 
now: the French are in as much 
danger as we. In fact, they are 
in so much more danger than 
we, because of their proximity 
to Germany and Russia, be- 
cause they would have to stand 
the first shock of any aggres- 
sion, that they take a very sober 
view of world affairs. 

I imagine that if we had had 
an invading army in St. Louis 
three times within the memory 
of living St. Louisans, we too 
might be on the alert for new 
dangers. We too would study 
each new diplomatic commit- 
ment very carefully, and ask 
for guarantees.

NOW THAT WE are partners 
in a common enterprise and a 
common peril, we need to un- 
derstand each other. Like all 
business partners, there are 
times when we appreciate each 
other, and there are other times 
when we grumble and wonder 
who is pulling the heavier load, 
who is making the major con- 
tribution. 

Let us start with the fact that 
France has 42,000,000 people; 
we have 155,000,000, almost four 
times times as many. France 
has military conscription; each 
boy must serve 18 months.

She is not defending a valuable 
property; she is pouring her re- 
sources into a land which will 
not be hers. 

She has already lost more 
men in Indochina than we have 
lost in Korea. In addition, she 
does have some men in Korea,
